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STATE BOARD MAKES SEWAGE 


DISPOSAL PLANT EXPENSIVE 


Officials Are Very Particular and O'DGI'S.t 


Coshocton Will Pay the Bill-Plat 
*^ « 


for New Hay Addition Accepted. 


Bequirenients of the state board of health wilj probably mean 


that the city is to spend from ten to fifteen thousand dollars more 
than would otherwise be necessary for the construction of a sewage 
disposal plant. This fact was brought to light at the council meet- 
ing Monday night, when a representative of the engineering firm 
of Chester & Fleming, which furnished plans and estimates for the 
project, Avas present. 


He said that the state health hoard had advised the-firm that 


the storm -water r/mst be separated from the remainder of the sew- 
age and for that reason new storm sewers must be built and the 
general system changed to the extent that at least a half-mile of. 
additional sewer lines will have to be constructed. This, however, 
has been figured into the complete estimates recently made by the 
firm. 


The estimates prepared by the engineers show that the dispos- 


al plant built across the river on what is known ~s the "Island 
Site" Avill cost $88.000 and on the east side o!! the river about 
$50,000. The former site has been decided upon by council. The 
state health board is also responsible for a portion of the extra 
cost of building the plant across the river. It ruled that the em- 
bankment around the plant must- be higher than the flood of 1913 
and thus an unusually high embankment must be built when ac- 
cording to the engineers, it is not absolutely essential.

New Scale Unfair 


Railroad sChange 
Classes of Freight 
to Get Rate Boost 


"Whether or not the railroads of 


Ohio, Indiana and Illinois are en- 
titled to a boost in 
passenger 


rates, for which they are conduct- 
ing a campaign, there was ap- 
parently no serious objection to 
their being granted the recent 
five cent increase in freight rates 
by the Tnterstatp Commerce Com- 
mission. The general public was 
under the impression that the 
raise, in rates, while it would be 
no hardship on the 
individual 


.shipper, would put the railroads 
on a better financial basis and 
thereby mean much to the pros- 
perity of the country at large. 


Railroads Not Satisfied. 


However, it seems the. railroads 


have not been satisfied with the 
increased rates, granted them 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission but by means of manipul- 
ating the various classifications 
of freight, it is planned to secure 
a boost in rates considerably 
above the five per cent. And in 
so doing, it is learned that tho 
scheme, if carried out, will actual- 
ly work a hardship on shippers af- 
fected. In fact, Coshocton is vit- 
ally interested in a proposed in- 
crease in freight 
affecting one 


local industry, which it is figured 
will total. 70 per cent and it is 
feared will force it to either move 
to a larger city or quit business 
altogether. 


Other Industries Affected? 
This manufacturing plant pays 


freight annually in the sum of 
$2r>,000 and the 
increase 
would 


mean $17,000 more, which uould 
make it unprofitable to continue 
the business under 
such condi- 


tions. The only recourse would 
be to locate in a larger 
city, 


where raw material could be sec- 
ured and

marketed without having to pat- 
ronize the railroads.

menacing the German fortress of 
Thorn and German forces southeast 
of Kikol, \\ero reported in dispatches 
from the front. 
Under a murderous 


fire from a German infantry regiment 
the cavalry was forced to retire, It 
v,as admitted. 


The Germans wheeled light artil- 


lery into position to support tie rifle- 
nien. The Cossacks were permitted to 
advance to within a short distance 
from 
the 
German 
entrenchments. 


Then a galling rifle and gun fire was 
poured Into their ranks. 


The outposts having clashed, Petro- 


gracl confidently awaits news of the 
beginning of one of the greatest bat- 
tles fought in northern Poland since 
the beginning of the war. 


Earlier in tae week the Russians 


were sweeping toward the Prussian 
frontier without any resistance. The 
Geimans will make a stand near Ki- 
).ol, about twenty-three miles south- 
east of Thorn, it Is now believed, and 
a general engagement all along the 
forty mile battle line will begin there. 


Russian scouts reported that the 


army of General Francois, moving 
from the Mlawn legion to attack the 
rear of the Russian army moving on 
Thorn, is making 
slow 
progress. 


Heavy reinforcements, however, are 
coming to Francois' aid, and It is 
thought possible he is awaiting the 
arrival of these fresh troops before 
moving his main bodies.
